clearly announced in the Book of Mor- 
mon which was translated from those 
sacred records by Joseph Smith, which 
contains the gospel of Jesus Christ, hav- 
ing been kept in its original F by 
the wisdom and power of God. There- 
fore being prepared to go forth with the 
Bible in these last days, unto all nations 
of the whole earth, first to the Gentiles 
and then to the Jews, for to prepare the 
way for the restoration of the whole 
house of Israel to the knowledge of their 
Redeemer through the fulness of the 
gospel. Also to proclaim the downfall 
of Babylon—the gathering of the saints 
—the second coming of the Son or Man, 
and the ushering in of the Millenial 
reign. These are some of the great and 
important purposes and designs in the 
coming forth of the Book of Mormon.— 
Hence, in view of these great and im- 
portant events, it covld not be expected 
that nothing but the hand of God could 
lead to success, for the achievement of 
so great a work could only be accom- 
plished by setting the whole world in 
mighty commotion. For the redemp- 
tion of the whole house of Iersel, the 
gathering of the saints, and the downfall 


of Babylon, with all her sects and di- 
visions, will — involve all na- 
tions im the great whirl-pool of revolu- 
tion. Thetime for such mighty events 
to arrive could only be fore-known to 
God, who, according to both scripture 
and reason will rule their destiny in per- 
fect fulfillment of all the predictions of 
the holy prophets. Therefore it is reas- 
onable to conclude that God.would pro- 
vide his own means to accomplish his 
own purposes, and that nothing but rev- 
elation from heaven could possibly be 
sufficient to direct in these great and im- 
portant movements. Hence the neces- 
sity of a prophet. Theexact fulfillment 
of the many predictions that came thro’ 
Joseph Smith, furnishes the strongest 
possible evidence that Joseph Smith was 
once a true prophet, which will be pre- 
sented in the following manner: 


SECTION THIRD—PROPHECY, 
“KIRTLAND, Jan. 4, 1833.“ 
„And now I am prepared to say, by 
the authority of Jesus Christ, that not 
many years shall pe away before the 
Unirep Stages shall present such a 
soene of BLOODSHED as has not a PARAL- 
LEL in the history of our nation; pestil- 
ence, hail, famine, and earthquakes, will 
sweep the wicked of this 
from off the face of the land, to open 
and prepare the way for the return of 
the lost tribes of Israel from the north 
country. The people df the Lord, those 
who have complied with the requisitions 
of the New Covenant, Have already com- 
menced gathering together to Zion, which 
is in the State of Missouri, therefore I 
declare unto you the warning which the 
Lord commanded me to 5 un- 
to this generation, remembering that the 
eyes of my Maker are upon me, and that 
to him I am accountable for every word 
I say, wishing nothing worse to my fel- 
low men than their eternal salvation, 
therefore “fear God and give glory to 
him for the hour of his Judgment is 
come.” Repent ye, repent ye, and em- 
brace the everlasting covenant and flee 
to Zion before the overflowing scourge 
overtake you, for there are ‘ese now 
living upon the earth whose eyes shall 
not be closed in death until they shall 
see all these things which I have spoken, 
fulfilled. Remember these things; call 
upon the Lord while he is near, andseek 
him while he may be found, is the exhor- 
tation of your unworthy servant.”— 
Given by Joseph Smith—see Times and 
Seasons,” Vol. 5, No. 21, page 707. 
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The foregoing predictions employs the 
use of very strong language, but the ful- 
fillment of some of those predictions are 
still more forcible. The fulfillments of 
some of those predictions before our own 
eyes, have now become settled facts, 
which confirms the prophecy to be of 
Divine origin, and will seldom fail to 
strike conviction upon every reflecting 
mind. But as all will not repent, there- 
fore wicked men will still persist until 
every word is fulfilled. 


SECTION FOURTH—REVELATION GIVEN 
bzo., 1883 

‘Verily I say unto you, notwithstand- 
ing their sins, my bowels are filled with 
compassion toward them; I will not ut- 
terly cast them off; and in the day of 
wrath I will remember mercy. I have 
sworn, andthe decree hath gone forth 
by a former commandment which I have 
given unto you, that I would let fall the 
sword of mine indignation in the Br- 
HALF OF MY PEOPLE; and even as I have 
said it shall come to pass. Mine indig- 
nation is soon to be poured out without 
measure upon all nations,,and this will I 
do when the cup of their iniquity is full. 
And in that day all who are found upon 
the watch tower, or in other words all 
mine Israel shall be saved. And they 
that have been scattered shall be gather- 
ed, and all they who have mourned shall 
be comforted, and all they who have 
given their lives for my name shall be 


crowned. Therefore let your hearts be 


comforted concerning Zion, for all flesh 
is in my hands. Be still, and know that 
Iam God. Zion shall not be moved out 
of her place, notwithstanding her chil- 
dren are scattered; they that remain 
and are pure in heart shall return and 
come to their inheritances, they and their 
children, with songs of everlasting joy, 
te build up the waste places of Zion.“ — 
Given by Joseph Smith—see Book of 
Doctrine-and Covenants, section 98, 
par. 4. 

The two foregoing revelations taken 
together clearly show that the sword was 
predicted to fall upon this nation im this 
generation, in the behalf of the people 
of the Lord, in a special manner upon 
the land of Missouri, to open and pre- 
pare the way for the return of the saints, 
for when they are to return they are 
also to ‘‘build up the waste places of Zi- 
on.“ The sword has fallen, and and 
many places are laid waste in Missouri, 
also slavery is in a fair prospect to be 
forever abolished from the State, which 


has been chiefly effected by the power of 
the sword, and is a glorious work in be- 
half of the church. And also that the 
sword has fallen in behalf of the church 
in other respects, from the fact that the 
sword has fallen in the exact specified 
manner, both in time and place, together 
with the fulfillment of the identical 
things predicted in the revelations given 
to the church thirty years previous to 
their aecomplishment. Hence the falling 
of the sword is in the behalf of the 
church in bearing testimony to the 
trnth of the things predicted in the rev- 
elations of the church. 


SECTION FIPTH—REVELATION GIVEN IN 
KIRTLAND, 1831. 

In Book of Doctrine and Covenants, 
sec, 20, par. 2d. 

‘‘Behold I, the Lord, utter my voice, 
and it shall be obeyed. Wherefore, ver- 
ily I say, let the wicked take heed, and 
let the rebellious fear and tremble, and 
let the unbelieving hold their lips, for 
the day of wrath shall come upon them 
as a whirlwind, and all flesh shall know 
that I am God. And he that seeketh 
signs shall see signs, but not unto salva- . 
tion.“ 

Par. —“ I, the Lord, am angry 
with the wicked ; I am holding my spirit 
from the inhabitants of the earth. I 
have sworn in my wrath and decreed 
wars upon the face of the earth, and the 
wicked shall slay the wicked, AND FEAR 
SHALL COME UPON BEVERY MAN, and the 
saints aleo shall hardly escape; never- 
theless, I, the Lord, am with them, and 
will some down from the presence of my 
Father in heaven, and consume the 
wicked with unquenchable fire. And 
behold this is not yet, but by and by; 
wherefore, seeing that I, the Lord, have 
decreed all these things upon the face 
of the earth, I will that my saints should 
be assembled upon the land of Zion; and 
that every man should take righteousness 
in his hands and faithfulness upon his 
loins, and lift a warning voice unto the 
inhabitants of the earth, and declare 
both by word and by flight, that desola- 
tion shall come upon the wicked.” —Giv- 
en by Joseph Smith. 

The above quotation shows that a time- 
ly warning was given to the saints—that 
if they had harkened to the counsels 
of the Lord in keeping his command- 
ments and settling together in one vicin- 
ity in Missouri, and by a proper effort 
could have easily emancipated slavery 
from the state in time to have averted 
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all the calamities of the war from that 
section of the country, and thereby have 
availed themselves of many advantages 
during the perils of this great war. But 
this may yet serve for a lesson in the fu- 
ture. There is one feature in the above 
quotation that seems to have been partly 
fulfilled, that in consequence of this war 
and dreadful carnage, ‘‘?EAR SHALL COME 
UPON EVERY MAN,” “FOR THE DAY OF 
WRATH SHALL COME UPON THEM A8 A 
WHIRLWIND.” The sudden approach of 
this war and its terrific character seems 
to greatly resemble a terrible destruc- 
tive storm. 


SECTION 8IXTH—REVELATION GIVEN 
JOSEPH SMITH, MARCH 7, 1831. 


BY 


Book of Doctrine and Covenants, sec. 
15, par. 4: 

„When the time of the Gentiles is 
come in, a light shall break forth among 
them that sit in darkness, and it shall 
be the fulness of my gospel; but they 
receive it not, for they percieve not the 
light, and they turn their hearts from me 
because of the precepts of men; and in 
that generation shall the times of the 
Gentiles be fulfillgd. And there shall 
be men standing in that generation that 
shall not pass until they shall see an 
OVERFLOWING SCOURGE, for a DESOLA- 
TIN d shall cover the land ;, but 
my disciples shall stand in holy places, 
and shall not be moved; but among the 
wicked, men shal) lift up their voices 
and curse Ged and die. And theré shall 
be earthquakes also in divers places, 
and many destructions, yet men will 
harden their hearts against me, and they 
will take up the sword one against an- 
other, and they will kill one another.“ 

The above revelation was given in 
March, 1831. The cholera quickly fol- 
lowed in 1882, and continued until 1884. 
It. was truly an overflowing scourge or 
desolating sickness, which did cover the 
land of North America immediately af- 
ter the prediction was made. The chol- 
era then abated for a season, from 1884 
until 1848, when it reappeared again in 
all its usual terrors of mortality, and 
continued until about the year 1863 or 
1854. Let it be remembered then that 
the above quoted revelation, given in 
March, 1831, says that this “generation 
shall not pass until they shall see an 
overflowing scourge,” in the form of a 
„desolsting sickness.“ Now frientily 
reader, what grounds was there for any 
man to have conjectured such an ocour- 
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rence? There was no parallel of like 
circumstances recorded in the American 
history. There were no materials, 
no rules, no precedence by which 
human sagacity could have poss- 
ibly framed such a prediction, hence, in 
asmuch as Joseph Smith professed to 
proclaim these things by revélation from 
God, and it since has heen fulfilled to 
the letter of the word, it proves him to 
have been an inspired teacher. 


SECTION SEVENTH. 


The reader's attention is now directed 
to one of the most important of all sub- 
jects ever presented to mortal man, since 
the days of CHRIST and his APosTLEs. 
A series of facts and arguments willuow 
be presented in proof of the Book of 
Mormon to be of Divine origin, and that 
‘Joseph Smith was once a true prophet, 
The evidence to be presented is insepar- 
ably connected, and will demonstrate the 
truth in favor of both the Book of Mor- 
mon and Joseph Smith’s Divine calling, 
| which will be taken from the church re- 
cords, which are the standard works of 
publication. 


The — will be given verbatim 
in the language of each author. The 
following is taken from the ‘‘Times and 
Seasons, vol. 3, No. 21, page 897 to 
899, in Joseph Smith’s own words, where- 
in he says: 


lation (of the Book of Mormon) we as- 
certained that three special witnesses 
were to be provided by the Lord, to 
whom he would grant that they should 
see the plates from which this work, the 
Book of Mormon, should be translated, 
and that these witnesses should bear 
record of the same, as will be found re- 
corded in the Book of Mormon, in 2d 
Book of Nephi, ch. II, pars. 17 and 18, 
also in Ether, ch. 2, par. 1. Almost im- 
mediately after we had made this discov- 
ery it occurred to Oliver Cowdery, Da- 
vid Whitmer, and the aforementioned 
Martin Harris, (whohad come to enquire 
after our progress in the work, ) that they 
would have me enquire of the Lord to 
know if they might not obtain of him to 
be these three special witnesses, and fi- 
nally they became so very solicitous, 
and teased me so much that at length I 
complied, and through the Urim and 
Thummim, I obtained of the Lord for 


them the following revelation: 


„In the course of the work of trans- 
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SEOTION BIGHTH—REVELATION TO OLIVER | 
COWDERY, DAVID WHITMER AND MAR- 
TIN HARRIS. 


At Fayette, Seneca county, N. Y., 
June, 1829, given previous to their view- 
ing the plates containing the Book of 
Mormon: 

“Behold, I say unto you, that you 
must rely upon my word, which if you 
do with full purpose of heart, you shall 
have a view of the plates, * * and 
it is by your faith that you shall obtain 
a view of them, even by that faith that 
was had by the prophets of old. And 
after that you have obtained faith, and 
have seen them with your eyes, you shall 
testify of them by the power of God, 
and this you shall dé that my servant, 
Joseph Smith Jr., may not be destroyed, 
that I may „bring about my righteous 
purposes unto the children of men in 
this work. And ye shall testify that you 
have seen them, even as my servant Jo- 
seph Smith Jr., has seen them, for it is 
dy my power that he has seen them, and 
it is because he had faith, and he has 
translated the book, eventhat part which 
I have commanded him, and as your 
Lord and your God liveth, it is true.“ 

‘Wherefore you have received the 
same power, an the same faith, and the 
same gift like unto him, and if you do 
these last commandments of mine which 
I have given you, the gates of hell shall 
not prevail against you, for my grace is 
sufficient for you, and youshall be lifted 


up at the last day. And I, Jesus Christ, 


your Lord and your God, have spoken it 
unto you, that I might bring about my 
righteous purposes unto the children of 
men. Amen.“ 


SECTION NINTH. 


Not many days after the above com- 
mandment was given, we four, viz: Mar- 
tin Harrts, David Whitmer, Oliver Cow- 
dery and myself, agreed to retire into 
the woods, and try to obtain by fervent 
and humble prayer, the fulfillment of 
the promises given in the revelation that 
they should have a view of the plates, 
&c. We accordingly made choice of a 
piece of woods convenient to Mr. Whit- 
mer’s house, to which we retired, and 
having knelt down we began to pray in 
much faitk to Almighty God to bestow 
upon us a realization of these promises. 
According to preyious arrangements I 
commenced by vocal prayer toour Heav- 
enly Father, and was followed by each 
of the rest in succession, We did not 


yet however, obtain any answer or man- 
festation of the Divine favor in our be- 
half. We again observed the same order 
of prayer, each calling on afid praying 
fervently to God, in rotation, but with 
the same reeult as before. Upon this, 
our second failure, Martin Harris pro- 
posed that he would withdraw himself 
from us, believing, as he expressed him- 
self, that his presence was the cause of 
our not obtaining what we wished for.— 
He accordingly withdrew from us, and 
we knelt down again, and had not been 
many minutes engaged in prayer, when 
presently we beheld a light above us in 
the air, of exceeding brightness, and be- 
hold, an angel stood before us; in his 
hands he held the plates which we 
had been praying for these to have a 
view of. He turned over the leaves one 
by one, so.that we could see them, and 


discover the engravings thereon distinct- 


ly. He, addressed himself to David 
Whitmer, and said, David, blessed is 
the Lord, and he that keepeth his com- 
mandments.’’ When immediately after- 
ward we heard a voice from out the 
bright light above us, saying, These 
plates have been revealed by the power 
of God, and they have been translated 
by the power of God. The translation 


of them Which you have seen is correct, | 


and I command you to bear record of 
what you now see and hear.“ 

„now left David and Oliver, and went 
in pursuit of Martin Harris, who I found 
at a considerable distance earnestly en- 
gaged in prayer. Hesoon told me, how- 
ever, that he had not yet prevailed with 


the Lord, and earnestly requested me to 


join him in prayer, that he also might 
realize the same blessing which we had 
just received. We sccordingly joined 
in prayer, and ultimately obtained our 
desires, for before we had yet finished, 
the same vision was opened to our view, 
at least it was again to me, and I once 
more beheld and heard the same things, 
whilst at the same moment Martin Har- 
ris cried out apparently in ecstacy of joy 
enough! mine eee have beheld!’ 
and jumping up he shouted hosanna, 
blessing God and otherwise rejoiced ex- 
ceedingly.”’ 
SECTION TENTH, 

„Having thus, through the mercy of 
God, obtained these manifestations, it 
now remained for these threeindividuals 
to fulfill the commandment which they 
had received, viz: to bear record of these 
things,’ in order to accomplish which 
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they drew up and subscribed the follow- 
ing document: 

Which is the certificate in the Book 
of Mormoh containing the ‘‘TrsTimony 
OF THE THREE WITNESSES.” 

“Be it known unto all nations, kind- 
reds, tongues and people, unto whom 
this work shall come, that we, through 
the grace of God the Father, and our 
Lord Jesus Christ, have seen the plates 
which contain this record, which is a 
record of the people of Nephi, and also 
of the Lamanites, their brethren, and al- 


so of the people of Jared, who came. 


from the tower of which hath been spok- 
en, and we also know that they have 
been translated by the gift and power of 
God, for his voice hath declared it unto 
us, wherefore we know of a surety that 
the work is true. And we also testify 
that we have seen the engravings -which 
are upon the plates, and they have been 
shown unto us by the power of God and 
not of man. And we declare with words 
of soberness that an angel of God came 
down from Heaven, and he brought and 
laid before our eyes that we beheld and 
saw the plates, and the engravings there- 
on, and we know it is by the grace of 
God the Father, and our Lord Jesus 
Christ, that we beheld, and bear record 
that these things are true; and it is mar- 
velous in our eyes; nevertheless the 
voice of the Lord commanded us that we 
should bear record of it, wherefore, to 
be obedient unto the commandments of 
God, we bear testimony of these things. 
And we know that if we are faithful in 
Christ, we shall rid our garments of the 
‘blood of all men, and be found spotless 
before the judgment seat of Christ, and 
shall dwell with bim eternally in the 
heavens, And the honor be to the Fa- 
ther, and to the Son, and to the Holy 
Ghost, which is one God. Amen,”

SECTION TWELFTH. 

The reader will observe in section 2d 
that the revelation to O. Cowdery, M. 
Harris and D. Whitmer, informing them 
that they might havea view of the plates, 
was given in June, 1829, and in sec. 3d 
Joseph Smith says not many days after- 
ward they four, including himself, re- 
tired intogthe woods, where the three 
witnesses to the Book of Mormon obtain- 
ed the view of the plates; and the first 
edition of the Book of Mormon is dated 
1830, and also entered for copyright in 
June, 1829, therefore it appears that the 
three witnesses to the Book of Mormon 
must have had their view of the plates by 
the ministering of the angel in 1829.— 
Hence a preparatory period from Sep- 
tember, 1827, when Joseph Smith first 
received those ancient records for trans- 
lation, which, after being duly certified 
to by eleven witnesses was first publish- 
ei A. D. 1880. The reader will please 
bear in mind that so much of the history 
of the coming forth of the Book of Mor- 
mon as has been presented, is taken 
from the church recerds of the original 
publications, and is given with a strict 
regard for truth and accuraby, with a 
view to place within the reach of every 
inquiring mind a certain and easy meth- 
od of obtaining a knowledge of these 
great and important facts that pertain to 
the coming forth of the Book of Mor- 
mon, in which all mankind have an eter- 
nal interest in the things revealed in the 
Book, and as evidence is the foundation 
of all true belief, and also the human 
mind not being independent of itself to 
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believe or disbelieve at will, but is a 
principle of the soul subject to the force 
of Testimony, therefore when the evi- 
dence of truth is presented tothe un- 
derstanding convi¢tion must follow. In 
the presentment of the t amoant of 
evidence that will be offered consists of 
both positive and cireumstantial testimo- 
ny even tb the strongest possible degree 
of demonstration. Then it is not upon 
the fact of the eleven witnesses only that 
the proof is resting, and I might say 
twelve, including Joseph Smith, for they 
all testified to the same thing, and al- 
though it is all human testimony, yet it 
is positive testimony.

have been first published in 1851, in 3 
publication entitled The Pearl of Great 
Price, and was republished in the Lat- 
ter-day Saints Herald,” in November, 


1860, and is referred to by John Hyde, 


the o brated author of a work against 
Mormonism, published in 1857. When 
Mr. Hyde published his work against 
the Mormon faith he made no allowance 
as to the probability of any part of it 
being true, and when he referred to the 
revelation undoubtedly he expected that 
it never would be fulfilled, for his allu- 
sion to it seems to be in view of fortify- 
ing his argument against the Mormon 
Book, on the ground of the improbability 
of the revelation ever being fulfilled, as 
the appearances at that time were not 80 
favorable. Yet he inadvertantly, and 
without design of doing anything in its 
favor, by quoting from it bears testimo- 
ny to its previous existence, and also ac- 
knowledges its original date to be De- 
cember 25th, 1832, and also taken from 
“Jo Smith's Autobiography.”—John 
Hyde’s Book, p. 174. 

Hence ip consideration of the testimo- 
ny that stands in favor of its origin, the 
revelation is presented to the public. 

A revelation given by Joseph Smith, 
December 25th, 1832: 

“Verily, thus saith the Lord concern- 
ing the wars that will shortly come to 
pass, beginning at the rebellion of South 
Carolina, which will eventually termin- 
ate in the death and misery of many 
souls.
